words a minute. This is one of me 
minor results from the introduction 
of the Delany sjstem by the new tele- 
graph company, the Telepost. 


All telepost messages by this sys- 


tem are sent backwards and automat- 
ically reversed at the receiver. This 
alone will puzzle a wire tapper, even 
if ne could read as rapidly as 1000 
words fi minute. This is, of course, 
an impossibility, except for the mech- 
anism, that records the electric sig- 
nals on the sensitized moving tapes. 


Another advantage possessed by 


the automatic telepost apparatus, is 
that it can handle code messages as 
readily as ordinary messages. This 
has just been practically demonstrat- 
ed by a government official, who as 
a test, had the Telepost 
company- 


transmit an intricate code message 
over the artificial circuit equal to 500

REASON HAS RETURNED 


Yale Graduate Tells of 


Many Punishments 


Inflicted 


Book Pronounced One of Most 


Wonderful of Present Cen- 


tury On Insanity. 


New Haven, Conn., March 16—Clif- 


ford W. Beers, Yale '97, is making 
his life work the reforming of insane 
asylums after a career reminiscent of 
Monte Christo. 


'Afflicted by a suicidal mania 
on 


the eve of his class triennial at Yale/ 
he leaped from a fifth story window 
breaking his leg. 
His injuries left 


him violently insane and he was tak- 
en to a private sanitarium and finally 
to the state asylum at Middletown. 


^'After three years of confinement 


there, most of the time in a strait- 
jacket he was released. 


In a book, "The Mind That Pouni 


Itself," he tells of his mental strug- 
gles', his hallucinations, and finally. 
when he awoke ,sane in, the .asylujn, 
his determination to study insanity. 
till he was freed. 


His book has been pronounced on» 


of the most vivid studies of a men- 
tal stae since De Quincy's "The Con- 
fessions of an Opium Eater." 


Prof. William 
James of Harvard 


and Prof. Thomas Lunsbery of Yale, 
have written that it will live as not 
only a literary classic but as one of 
the greatest human documents ex- 
isting on the study or insanity. 


Beers' aim in writing the book as 


both to inscribe the first mental stud- 
ies of insanity ever made by a scien- 
tific obseiver, himself a patient, when 
he recovered his full mental power, 
and to form a national organization 
after the plant of 'The Committee of 
One Hundred on Health," which shall 
take charge of the reform of insane 
asylum abuses. 


Mr. Beers demands the creation of 


a national blacklist for brutal attend- 
ants which shall make it a criminal 
offense for a doctor to employ an at- 
tendant who has been removed from. 
an insane retreat for "brutality to a 
patient. 


Beers is a nephew of ex-Governor 


Samuel E. Merwin, to whom-he dedi- 
cated his book. He was editor of the 
Yale Record while in college. 


How closely his book resembles 


that of De Quincy is seen in the con- 
clusion: "The field is before as. The 
disgrace of the facts of which I have 
related are but a few still cries to 
heaven. 
Though the days of dun- 


geon, manacles, 
shackles, ropes, 


straps and chains hare In the main, 
passed, it should yet be borne in,mind 
that our great hospitals, with their 
beautiful grounds, are too often but 
cloaks wherewith a well intended, 
but blind civilization, still covers a 
hideous nakedness. 


"ThSs crnel and deceptive cloak 


must be torn off. Let these myster- 
ies be converted Into open truths and 
fairness. 


"Thai the public has long been de- 


ceived by appearances is not surpris- 
ing. For, even Iv in walking casual- 
ly through the wards of snch a hos- 
pital, find it well nigh impossible to 
realize that many of the inmates ara 
subjected to even mild abuse. 


"Even I. who have suffered 
th» 


most exquisite torture from 'muffs' 
and strait jackets to 'camisoles.* have 
in my several tours of inspection at 
state hospitals, looked upon a patient 
«*o bound with a feeling rather akin 
to curiosity than sympathy. 


"So Jrnowit do these instruments 


of restraint appear -when one vlewa 
a victim for the few moments it take* 
to pa«;s hsm hv, it is ?Htl<» wonder that 
a glih tmgu«?d apologist of 'restraint' 
mav oaeiH convince one that

He 
began by selling twenty-dollar assortments of notions. 
The 


idea appealed to the merchants, and the business prospered, 
until to-day it has surpassed the most extravagant dteams of 
Its founder. 


Another idea that grew out of this one has also gained 


extraordinary dimensions. The success of the "5 and 10 cent 
counters" gave another man the idea of the "5 and 10 cent 
stores," and that idea grew until he now has a chain of more 
than 140 of these stores reaching all over the country. 


Still another idea that has reached vast proportions in 


various lines of trade is the factory that sells directly to the 
•consumer. 


It is hardly possible that all the big fundamental ideas of 


this kind have been thought of at this time. Successes just 
as great are doubtless waiting for men who can think of other 
ideas—ideas that will serve a widespread need.

While the Granville scnool building is 
not fireproof, it is piovided with wide 
stairs and plenty of wide exits, the 
doors of'which open outward Further- 
more, Superintendent Clemens has or- 
dered a fire drill, which has not been 
practiced regularly 
here to be ob- 


served once a month 
A drill was had 


Friday afternoon and all the pupils 
were outside the building in one min- 
ute and ten seconds after the gong 
sounded. The fire d-ill is the only 
means, laying aside the relative ques- 
tion of pure^luck, by which, school 
children could possibly be gotten out 
of a burning building with the least 
risk of loss of life. The fire drill rep- 
resents discipline, and the habit of 
responding to it is the only thing 
m case of fire that -would prevent tlhe 
children ifrom rushing madly to escape 
from a burning building and many of 
them meet the same fate as the un- 
fortunate children, of Colinwood.

"PORT TO HELP FARMERS. 


Experiments on One Acre Plot* In 


Western States. 


Representative Charles F. Scott of 


Knnsns. chalruiiui ot the liou^o com- 
mittee on agriculture, hns coucolved a 
novel.plan which, he bplieves, would 
enable the farmers of the United 
States to produce better and far lar- 
ger crops than heretofore. 


Mr. Scott's proposition involves the 


establishment 
of 
100 experimental 


farms of one acre each io every coun- 
ty in a group of four western agri- 
cultural states for the purpos* of giv- 
ing the farmers a practical demonstra- 
tion of the best methods of growing 
different crops. 
It is proposed that 


the lands for this purpose shall be 
provided by the farmers themselves 
and that they shall do the worU of cul- 
tivation under the direction of the ex- 
perts of the department of agricul- 
ture. Xo additional appropriation from 
congress will be required to test Mr. 
Scott's plan, it is explained, as the 
agricultural department has the requi- 
site number of experts to carry it out. 


Mr. Scott asserts that enough money 


is being wasted by the department in 
sending out farm bulletins and other 
g<M eminent documents to carry out 
his idea. He says that much valuable 
information has been given by the ex- 
perts in these publications, but tieir 
contents are so little understood by 
the farmers that they do not derive 
the knowledge from them which they 
should obtain as to the best methods 
of growing corn, wheat, hay and other 
crops,

RUSH TO RAWHIDE. 


Wild Influx to Nevada Gold Camp 


., Duplicate of Klondike. 


The original rush to Klondike is be- 


ing duplicated in a wild stampede from 
all parts of the coast to Rawhide. 
Xev., the new gold mining camp half- 
way between Reno and Tonopah, in 
the Xevada desert In a few weeks 
3.500 persons have rushed into the tent 
city. 


There are now four newspapers and 


three banks, and gold seekers are offer- 
ing as high as $75 at Reno to be taken 
by automobile to Rawhide, with no ac- 
commodations even at that figure. 
Eight automobile lines are running into 
Rawhide from different surrounding 
cities. Proprietors of tent hotels rent 
beds for eight hour shifts, making 
each bed accommodate three men in 
twenty-four hours. 


A curious thing about the discovery 


of Rawhide is that the ledge was 
found twenty feet from one side of the 
old Wadsworth stage road, which has 
been used for fifty years, with its hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of miners and 
travelers giving no heed to the lime 
rock outcropping which recent inspec- 
tion has shown to be the corroded ex- 
posed part of a ledge surprisingly rich 
in gold. Samples of ore assay as high 
as $50,000 to the ton.

Thomas A. Edison 


Interesting Career of a Great Genius—His Remarkable 


Achievements In Electrical Science—The 


Man at Close Range.

HE inventions of Thomas A. Edi- 
json are of such universal appll- 
"cation that they are 
In use 


wherever civilized man dwells. 


No man ever lived whose inventive 
genius conferred such vast benefits up- 
on the race. Edison has made the world 
lighter, brighter and better. 


First among his long list of, inven- 


tions comes naturally to mind the in- 
candescent electric light. Edison in- 
vented and perfected the electric light. 
This new illurninant now turns night 
practically into day throughout the in- 
habited' world. 


But the Edison talking machine seems 


to be a greater marvel. Forty years 
ago any person bold enough to predict 
that the human voice could be record- 
'«d. stored up and turned off at will 
again and again would have been ad- 
judged insane. Thomas A. Edison's in- 
vention, known as the phonograph and 
under parlous other names, does pre- 
cisely that. It does more. It stores 
up splendid music as well'as simple 
airs and songs, so that they "can be re- 
produced out of a tiny box through a 
funnel and give joy to millions who are 
not rich enough to attend the opera or 
to have costly musical instruments hi 
their homes. 


Do yon enjoy the "moving pictures?" 


Edison made them possible. He in- 
vented the kinetoscope,' by means of 


said, "a United States consul was usu- 
"iilly eaten before he'd had time to open* 
much mail." Between 11,000 and 4,000 
samples were collected from this sys- 
tematic search, and of all these only 
two or three were'found to be of any 
use. But they were sufficient and re- 
sulted in the incandescent lamp. 


A Telegraphic Feat. 


An incident of Mr. Edison's early ca- 


reer, in which he displayed, his re- 
markable ability as a telegraph op- 
erator, is described by a friend. 


"I don't think," said he to a group 


seated in the rear room of one of the 
most comfortable hostelries of Orange, 
N. J., "that you have ever heard the 
story of how the wizard first came east 
He was only a young man, careless, 
generous, jovial and totally ignorant of 
the value of a dollar. He had been 
knocking around in western towns in 
various-small telegraph offices until the 
reputation of his wonderful swiftness 
as an operator got him into the central 
office of a western city. From there he 
was ordered to report to Boston to fill 
a vacancy. It was -warm weather for 
the season when he started east, and 
he donned linen trousers and duster. 
By the time be reached Boston the 
weather had got cold, raw and stormy. 
He didn't care and reported just as he 
was. Linen trousers and duster top- 
ped by a slouchy, broad brimmed hat

His First Check. 


During lunch some years ago the 


great electrician became chatty and 
told In his quaint way the story of 
his flrst acquaintance with any large 
sum of money. 


It was in the days when he was 


struggling along with his earlier in- 
ventions and didn't have big capitalists 
to back him. In fact, he didn't have 
any bank account himself and hardly 
knew what one was. 
Bank checks 


were things he had never had occasion 
to use and knew little of their value. 


Edison had finally sold his patent on 


the gold and stock indicator to the 
Western Union Telegraph company for 
$40,000 and was coming over from his 
home In Orange, N. J., to New York to 
get his money. He had heard of Wall 
street and its hulls and bears and had 
been told that it was full of "sharks" 
who would fleece a man very quick. 
So he made up his mind that Wall 
street was a very dangerous place and 
that if he ever had occasion to go there 
he would be lucky if he got away with- 
out losing his overcoat and umbrella. 


At that time General Lefferts was 


president of the "Western Union. One 
morning Edison came into the com- 
pany's geneial offices to close up the 
sale of his patent After a few pre- 
liminaries he was given a check for 
$40,000. He looked at it curiously for 
a moment or two and appeared to be 
puzzled what to do with it. He knew 
that he had sold a patent to the West- 
ern Union company for $40,000, but he 
didn't see any money. 


Observing his perplexity, General 


Lefferts told him that if he would go 
down to the Bank of America, hi Wall 
street he could get the check cashed. 


"So I started out," said Edison, "after 


carefully folding up the check, and went 
toward Wall street. So uncertain was 
I in regard to that way of doing busi- 
ness that I thought while on the way 
that if any man should come up to me 
and offer me two crisp thousand dollar 
bills for that piece of paper I should 
give him up the check very quick." 


On arriving at the Bank of America 


he hesitated about entering, fearing 
still that something might be wrong. 
At last however, he mustered up cour- 
•age and determined to try it. 
He 


knew that General Lefferts had told 
him he would get his money here, so 
he braced ahead and half tremblingly 
shoved his check out to the cashier. 
Willing to Give It Up For $2,000 


The latter scrutinized it closely, gave 


Edison a piercing glance and said 
something which iJdison could not un- 
derstand, as he "was hard'of hearing. 
That was enough. He was now more 
than ever convincpd that his check 
wasn't worth §40,000 and again thought 
as he rushed out of the bank with if 
that any man who would give him $2,- 
000 could walk away with the check. 


He hurried back to the Western Un- 


ion and said he couldn't get any mon- 
ey. General Lefferts then sent a man 
with him to identify him. He said 
that "this man is Thomas A. Edison, 
to whose order the check Is drawn.'"

Two Years Ago is Taken 


Saturday Night 


Arrested on Union Street by Officers Petrey and 


Gorman as Ha Was Entering Saloon-

. Another of the prisoners who es- 
caped from the courtly jail 011 
the 


morning of October J, 1906, was cap- 
tured>jSaturday night, when Officers 
Petry and Gorman placed Douglass 
Worley under arrest as he was -walk- 
ing along "Union sLieet and about to 
turn into a sa1rjon to imy a drink. He 
offered no ie»istance to ihe officeis 
and was taken in the patiol to the 
county jail.

captured.

trusty. He fought valiantly against 
the eight men, but -was overcome by 
sheer force of numbers, unarmed and 
thrown into a cell 
and 
the 
door 


locked. 


Of the eight men v, ho made the 


break for liberty, George Jiooie. Max 
McCann, Douglass Woiley, and Ed 
Shautz have been captured. Charles 
McMann, Charles MeBatton, Louis 
(Ross and a man named Starrett have 
not been found. 


Worley .was in for rape committed 


,on a woman in the West End of the 
city, and was never heard from 
by 


the officers. In the evening as Turn- 
key Christopher was sitting «i 
the 


office of the jail, the telephone rang 
and a man informed him that he had 
seen Worley in the West End. Sheriff 
(Redman was immediately notified and 
Captain Bell of the police department 
was informed by -the sheriff that the 
onan was in Newark 


Captain Bell notified all the patrol- 


men to be on the lookout for him, 
and Officers Petrey and Gorman, who 
have beats in the western part of the 
city, wjere especially 
warned to be 


watchful. It was taought by the offi- 
cers that Worley might be at 
the 


'home of his brother, William Worley, 
169 South Pine street. 


iAs the patrolmen, .both of whom 


•were acquainted with the man, were 
walking along Union street they, saw 
him coming and waited for him

approach. He offered no

when arrested and waited quietly the 
arrival of |he patiol.
